Ingenious Gentlemen, 


Q. URING the whole Time of my Perufing 
the Fudicious Apollo, I don’t remem- 


ber that ever you were defired to Ane 

fwer the following Queftion, Whether 

it be Lawful and Agreable to the Will of God for first 
Coufins to Marry, fome faying it wnt, others affirm. 
ing it %. Your fpeedy Anfwer berein will much Oblige 


two of your Real Friends in particular, and many O- 


thers your Conftamt Aamurers, Yur 
Humble Servants, W.W. M. W. 
A. Being unwilling to have Mens Confciences 
perplex’d with unneceffary Scruples, we fhall free- 
ly declare our Opinion upon this Point, that there 


isnot the leaft appearance of Reafon for Cenfur-— 
ing thefe Marriages as Unlawful. ‘They are nei- 


ther contrary to the Law of Nature, nor to any 
pofitive Law of God, nor yet to any Human Con- 
ftitution in Force amongft us. Sct. Augujtin Speak- 
ing of {uch Marriages, fays indeed, that tho’ they 
were neither Prohibited by any Divine nor Human 
Law, yet there were but few Inftances of ‘em amongft 
Chriftians, becaufe of their being fo near to fuch 


Martiages as by God's pofitive Law are declared © 


Unlawful; and upon occafion of their Scrupulouf- 
nefs, Theodofins made a Law to Prohibit fuch Mar- 
riages. This we take to be the only Reafon why 
the Generality of our Rigid Cafuifts {peak fo T1- 
meroufly and Doubtfully concerning them: But 
the Moral Writers have Examined this Subjeét 


With grearer Freedom and better Judgment. By 


them it is agreed to be vety difficult (nay, Grotius 


proncances it impoffible ) to affign a Reafon why 


y the Law of Nature any Marriages between 
Kindred (unle!s thofe in a direct Line) thou'd be 
efteemed forbidden. For no {uch Precept follows 
trum the whole Confideration of the Social Na- 
tire of Man; bur rather that fuch Matches are 
not Kepugnant to the Law of Nature may with 
good Reafon be affirmed, becaufe, asthe Origin 
of Mankind is related in Scripture, they muft ne- 


ceffarily have been made between the firft Child- 
ren of our firft Parents, and it is not to be fuppofed 
that God woud appoint fuch a Cafe in which the 
Law of Nature couw'd not efcape being violated, 
Grotius therefore rightly concludes that the Prohi- 
bition of all Marriages in the Tranfverfe Line even 
thofe between Brothers and Sifters is grounded on- 
ly uponthe pofitive Ordinance of God, and thar not 
to take place till afrer Mankind was fufficiently 
Multiplied. And the Cheif Reafon of this Prohi- 
bition, theFews tell us,was the preventing of Fornica- 
tions and Adulteries between Perfons thus related, 
and conftantly Converfing with Freedom togecher, 
who without {uch aReftraint might eafily make good 
{uch Wantornefs by the Remedy of Marriage. As. 
for the Degrees of Kindred that are Remorer chan 
that of Brother and Sifter, the Jews thought them 
Prohibited not for the Sake of any Natural Inde- 
cency or Dithonefty in them, but only that they 
might tcrve for a Fence to feeure the other Degrees 
being Violated; fo thac the Prohibition of them 
was to them only as a Civil Conftiturion, and was 
no farther obferved by them than in thofe Inftances 
only that are exprefly fpecified in the 18+h. of 
Levit. in which Chap. tho’ the Marriage of the 
Nephew and Aunt is Prohibited, yer becaufe that 
of the Unkle and Niece is not likewife 
mentioned, they efteemed it no ways Unlaw- 
ful, bur did frequently practice ir, Inftances of 
which we have in Scripture. The fame near- 
nefs of Degree was with them no Reafon 
(however it is urged by late Writers) to extend 
thefe Prohibitions beyond the Compafs tha: their 
Law {pecified. And if Marriage in fo neat a De« 
gree as of Unkle and Niece is not by the Law of 
God torbidden, what Grounds can there be to re- 
{train this more remote Degree of Coufin Ger- 
mans, efpecially fince there is in Seripture a Fa- 
mous Inftance recorded of it, Judg. 1. 13. where 
ic is faid thar Orbnéel Married <Achfab his Coufia 
German by the appointment of Caleb. By the 
Stat. Of Hen, Sth. All Marriages are to be ad- 


judged 
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judged Lawfal thar are not forbidden by God's 
Law; and tho’ the Table of Kindred (faid to be 
drawn up by Archbifhop Parker) takes in fome 
Degrees that are not fpecified in the Law of God, 
yer this of firit Coufins is not included. So that 
neither any Divine nor Human Law forbids {uch 
a Marriage amongit us, | 

Q. Gentlemen, Why Earth ling Fallow, or kept 
from pending itfelf either in bearing of Corn or 
Weeds, fhould grow better and better. 

A. The Reafon of this is obvious enough. For 
in Fallowing, the Land being wrned up and laid 
in Ridges is thereby expofed to the Sun and ail 
Varietics of Weather, and {o rendred Sweet and 
Mellow becaule it’s and Noxious Juices are 
thus eafily Exhaled. Befides the Weeds ( which 
by growing up along with the Crop Robbs ir of a 
confiderable part of it's Nourifhment and Growth, 
and for which Reafon the Land is faid to be Im- 
poverifhed ) are by this means Killed, {fo that the 


next Crop after Fallowing poffefics alone the whole 


Goodnels of the Soil. And not only fo, but the 
Soil is alfo really Enriched by Rotcing of the Roors 
of the laft Years Weeds and Crop, and fo diftufing 
their Nutricious Juice over the whole Soil, whica 
is as Good as Manure to it. 

Q. Gentlemen, Being to fet out flortly fr the 
Welt-Indies, befére I go I would gladly be fatisfied 
whether a Hot Climate be more prejudictal to a Cold 
Conftitution than a Hot one, of the former of which I 
am in a confiderable Degree. I have no other Ke.afon 
to doubt my Living when I come There but that, as 
having the Happinefs of a very Healthful State of Bo- 
dy and a very Temperate Difpofition, The greas efteem 
TV have of your Fudgment makes me addres yiu for a

from the Dult, do we not equally fubfijt from the Kare) 
and at laft alike return to it, and cur mixe tope. 
ther, The Happieft State of Life we can pretend ty 
arrive at, 4 to be Content with cur Condition: And 
who #% the Man can fry, he # as really Contone pith 
all the circumftances of bis Conditin, as that Filtiy 
Afs, who if he bas nothing to Eat, Indicates no Re 
fentmente at by Sufferixgs, and if has Fodder, 
fully fatufy'd ?

That fuch of the Garrifon as were willing to take 
Service in the Confederate Army were not to be 
hindred, and Defferrers to be reftored, That the 
Garrifon in the Town were faithfully cto difcover 
the Mines and Magazines, That Hoftages were ro 
left for Payment of Debts due to the Town and 
Country, as well from the French King as from 
any Private Officers; That the Families of the 


Officers are to have 3 Months time and Paffports 


granted them for withdrawing their Effects, That 
fuch Burghers as fhall defire to depart, may do it 
within that time; bur chofe that ftay, if they have 
any affects in the French King’s Dominions, are to 
be permitted to withdraw them, |
